MOSCOW REPORTEDLY CONCERNED ABOUT FOREIGN POLICY

[Excerpts] Moscow--The two main bridgeheads for Soviet penetration of Africa, 
i.e., Angola and Ethiopia, are causing the Kremlin leaders some concern. These 
two countries, along with several others, are situated at the top of the hier- 
archy established by Moscow for the countries of the Third World, based on 
their revolutionary and anti-imperialist ardor. They are not only "socialist 
oriented" but have also embarked upon "the path of socialist development," 
relying domestically on a Marxist-Leninist vanguard party, and in the foreign 
sector, on a "close political alliance" with the Soviet Union. In addition, 
thanks to their strategic location, one within the boundaries of southern 
Africa and the other near the horn of the continent, Angola and Ethiopia are 
of special importance to Moscow as priority bases for the Soviet presence. 
Since the middle of the 1970's, these two nations have benefited from Cuban 
military aid and have also participated as observers in the sessions of the 
CEMA. 


Concerned about protecting itself against any reversal in the situation in 
that part of the world, the USSR keeps jealous watch over the implementation 
of the principles defined at the Berlin conference in October 1980. 

Mr Ponomarev, when he said that "to maintain and consolidate the progressive 
positions of these countries," it is necessary on the one hand "to have a 
revolutionary party leading society and basing its actions on scientific social- 
ism,'' while on the other hand "developing links with the sociaiist countries, 
those most faithful and certain friends o/ the nations which are independent 
and dedicated to freedom."" Now on these two questions, that of the party 

and that of alliances, Moscow has for some time been expressing its concern 
with regard to the development in these two precious partners in its eyes-- 
Angola and Ethiopia. 


In Angola, the party is in fact faithfully based on the Soviet model, but 

it is the Luanda diplomacy which torments the Kremlin here. The problem dates 
back to the gestures initiated by the Angolan president last December toward 
the United States. A meeting subsequently was held--this very month--between 
Assistant U.S. Secretary of State Crocker and Angolan Minister of Foreign 
Affairs Jorge. Moscow reacted by denouncing "the three Washington traps," 

in other words the three "prior conditions" established by the Americans for 











resumption of dialogue--the participation of Mr Savimbi in a coalition govern- 
ment, withdrawal of Cuban troops, acceptance by Luanda of the proposals of 

the Western "contact group" on Namibia. These "prior conditions," the USSR 
says, are unacceptable. 


At the end of January, Mr Lucio Lara, a member of the MPLA political bureau, 
traveled to Moscow, where he confirmed the desire of his country to develop 
its cooperation with the Soviet Union, but he also voiced its desire to renew 
relations with the United States. In February, Moscow used an Angolan-Cuban 
statement on the posting of troops from Havana as a pretext for mentioning 
the conditions which would make their withdrawal possible again: a cessation 
of all forms of aggression against Angola, enabling the people of Namibia 

to choose a truly independent government, and the evacuation from its terri- 
tory of the South African occupation troops. The weekly LES TEMPS NOUVEAUX 
carried an article on this subject entitled "Dotting the I's." 


If the extent of the disagreements between Moscow and both Ethiopia and Angola 
should not be underestimated, the fact nonetheless remains that the USRR feels 
obliged in both cases to "dot the i's."" Thus it has clearly indicated its 
fear that these two countries might be tempted to seek the solutions to their 
economic and military difficulties elsewhere than in Moscow.

BREAD SHORTAGES ENTAIL FURTHER DIFFICULTIES 

Bread Warehouses Destroyed

[Text] LIrregularity inithe supply of bread to the city is a problem which, 
unfortunately, has been dragging along for several years, primarily because 
of a shortage of wheat production in the country but also because of the 
irregularity of imports in this sector. Some bakeries are doing their best 
to supply as much bread as possible to the consumers, but delays in the un- 
loading of ships sometimes interfere with their productivity. 


At present, the main problem is a shortage of bread--a temporary situation 
which will naturally be overcome as soon as certain conditions are corrected. 
However, 2 years ago, the basic problem was a shortage of sales outlets, and 
that resulted in the creation of a relatively broad network of bread ware- 
houSes which now assure the city reletively efficient distribution. 


As many warehouses are not regularly involved in the sale of bread, residents 
in those areas, particularly children, have taken it upon themselves to des- 
troy them, converting them into public hathhouses, breaking doors and windows 
and, in a nutshell, making them completely unsuitable for the purpose for 
which they were designed. 


This attitude reflects an obvious lack of civic pride on the part of those 
who, through criminal indifference, are destroying property whose useful- 
ness does not need mentioning. In fact, the construction of the hundreds of 
bread warehouses now located throughout Luanda undoubtedly represented an 
enormous effort and investment whose achievement, as everyone certainly 
knows, was due principally to the austerity of the national reconstruction 
phase which the country is still undergoing. 


How can we then explain the disrespect which has become commonplace relative 
to the preservation of the warehouses for the sale of that valuable product? 
Can it be that its present inactivity will be final, or shculd we first 
reflect on the future usefulness of these bread-marketing stations once the 
problem of flour supply is completely normal? 














The second aspect undoubtedly merits our attention. The present destruction 
of inactive warehouses is jeopardizing the future success of the marketing 
and efficient distribution of bread in Luanda. This is all the more true since 
individuals connected with the bakery sector have indicated that the problem 
of supplying the city with bread will be resolved very soon. But reestablish- 
ing the warehouse network could be much more difficult, which will mean 
jeopardizing the distribution of that product. 


Not to speak of judicial responsibilities, common sense tells us that the 
residents of Luanda must take urgent steps to put the bread warehouses back 
" in order in the most civic-minded and responsible way. 


This attitude is not confined to warehouses which are only being used from 
time to time. The same uncivilized behavior is frequently observed in connec- 
tion with warehouses which maintain a daily supply of that commodity to 
specific districts. 


Many of the structures are now without doors or windows, reflected in lack of 
cleanliness. And, after all, cleanliness is the principal requirement in 
places where products for public consumption are handled and which are, 
therefore capable of transmitting diseases, if proper hygienic measures are 
not carried out. 


At this point, we are appealing to the capital's residents: "Your direct 
participation in the protection and maintenance of the warehouses is an 
ever-increasing need from which you can only benefit. 


"A bread warehouse halfi-destroyed, without doors or windows, or converted into 
a public latrine, represents a health hazard and may at any moment be closed 
by the health authorities. Then, there will be no more bread...." 


No Flour Available

[Text] ''The shortage of bread in the past few days in the provinces of 
Luanda and Bengo is due to the lack of wheat flour, both domestic and im- 


ported, and this is causing EPAN (Luanda Bakery Company) to shut down," said 
Armando Mendonca, the firm's director, over Angolan National Radio. 


With a daily production capacity of 2,000,300 loaves (a sufficient quantity 
to supply Luanda Province), EPAN received 1,936 tons of wheat flour from 
the Ministry of Industry's general supply from 10 January to 2 March, a 
quantity consumed in 15 days.

RUMORMONGERS ATTACKED IN REFINERY SABOTAGE

[Text] There is a marked reactionary trend not yet completely eliminated

The destablizing objectives which the saboteurs in the service of imperialism 
and the South African racists were hoping to achieve--paralyzing the economic 
activity, cutting off the supply of fuel to the armed forces at the battle 
front and creating panic among the people--were rapidly overcome by the

ERITREAN LEADER LEAVES DOHA FOR BAHRAIN 31 MARCH

[Text] Doha, 31 Mar (QNA)--Osman Saleh Sabbe, chairman of the executive com 
mittee of the Eritrean Liberation Front-Popular Liberation Forces (ELF-PLF) , 
left Doha this morning for Bahrain, following a 10-day visit to Qatar on his 
current tour of the GCC states. 


Mr Sabbe praised Qatar's stand on the Eritrean question and its continuing 
support for the Eritrean people's struggle to achieve their independence and 
the liberation of their land. 


In a statement made to QNA, the Eritrean official said that during his meeting 
with Qatari officials he found a true desire and anxiousness to support the 
Eritrean Muslim people in their struggle for the achievement of their legiti- 
mate rights. He also indicated that he had briefed officials on developments 
in the Eritrean question and the current situation in the Eritrean arena, as 
well as developments in the region of the Horn of Africa. 


Mr Sabbe said that the aim of his current tour of the GCC states is to obtain 
political efforts on an international level in order to denounce the current 
Ethiopian regime, to work to stop the Ethiopian massacres against the Eritrean 
people, to resolve the Eritrean question justly and to raise this issue in 

world circles, particularly in the United Nations. He explained that the Islamic 
summit conferenee's decision on supporting the Eritrean people's right to self- 
determination has prepared the appropriate atmosphere for this action. 


The Eritrean official stressed the Eritrean people's determination and the 
determination of their revolution to continue their struggle in order to achieve 
their basic demands of full national independence, which will never be relin- 
quished. He said that the failure of the sixth Ethiopian military campaign, 
which started in January, to achieve its goal of liquidating the Eritrean 

people and their question was the result of the steadfastness of the revolu- 
tionaries and of the Eritrean people who back them, 


During his visit to Qatar, Mr Sabbe was accompanied by Mohamed Osman (abu

ERITREAN SAYS ETHIOPIANS REPELLED--The Ethiopian forces which launched a new 
offensive--the sixth since 1978--against the Eritrean resistance in northern 
Eritrea on 16 February are now suffering "a resounding defeat," the represen- 
tative of the Eritrean People's Liberation Front [FPLE] stated in Paris on 
Wednesday 31 March. During a press conference Nafi Kurdi said that since the 
beginning of the offensive 11,615 Ethiopian soldiers have been killed, 16,164 
wounded and 1,131 taken prisoner by the FPLE. According to Kurdi hundreds of 
Soviet experts, plus South Yemen troops, are taking part in the fighting and 
Libya is supplying the Ethiopians with minor financial aid. Kurdi also con- 
demned the use of nerve gas by the Ethiopian Army.

CLASHES WITH NRM REPORTED IN SOFALA PROVINCE 
Beira DIARIO DE MOCAMBIQUE in Portuguese 1 Mar 82 p 16 


[Text] The Mozambican armed forces early Thursday killed 15 members of the 
armed bands paid by the racist Pretoria regime which, in a frustrated incursion, 
tried to attack and loot Vila de Gorongosa in Sofala Province. It is believed 
that more bandits were killed because during search operations more enemy 
bodies are being found. 


Also during this action our forces wounded several bandits and captured war 
materiel, among which were weapons, ammunition belts for machine guns, rockets 
and ammunition for mortars and bazookas. 


The intention of the enemy repelled by the FPLM [Popular Forces for the 
Liberation of Mozambique] with direct support of the local population, was to 
attack and loot Vila de Gormgosa in order to supply themselves with food, and 
from there to develop their criminal actims against the population. 


In view of the prampt intervention by our forces, the enemy was dispersed 
after having killed a civilian in cold blood and wounded three citizens, amomg 
them a 7 year-old child. 


During their flight the bandits stole a Land Rover vehicle belonging to a 
private citizen, which they used to evacuate their wounded. 


According to statements of the antiaircraft defense commander in Gorongosa, 

the armed bandits tried to attack the town early m the 25th of this mmth, and 
for this purpose opened fire against the FPLM positions in the barracks and 
against the antiaircraft defense. 


All their efforts failed, in view of the pramnpt response by our forces which 
also caused heavy casualties to the enemy, and continue to pursue them 
relentlessly.

SOLUTIONS IMPOSED SEEN AS TOO DOGMATIC

[Text] Maputo--Inhaminga is a town of about 10,000 located less than 200 km 
from Beira, the second largest port in the country. It is also an important 
railroad junction, with repair workshops located on the line leading to the 
Moatize mines and with an extension to Malawi. One day in January, several 
hundred armed Mozambican National Resistance (RNM) rebels occupied Inhaminga 
from dawn to midafternoon. This was a triumph with little risk, for the loca! 
authorities and the military at the garrison had decamped as soon as the attack- 
ers arrived. The assailants cistributed loincloths, shouting slogans mocking 
the FRELIMO, single Mozambican party. 


They plundered the shops, carried off foodstuffs and emptied the barracks 

where the weapons and ammunition were stored. They also kidnaped a French 
citizen. According to his statement, the rebels appeared to be drunk or drugged. 
They all wore military uniforms. They were well equipped and had a Sam 7 
missile. As they departed, a Mozambican air force Mig fighter plane buzzed 

the rebel column, but did not attack it. This threat from the sky was enough 

to sow confusion, from which the Frenchman profited to escape. 


The fact that the rebels were able to occupy a town of respectable importance 
for a number of hours says considerable about the new boldness of the movement. 
It is now believed to have between 5,000 and 10,000 men. Despite repeated 
denials, the RNM continues visibly to receive vital logistic support from 
Pretoria, in particular in terms of parachute drops of weapons and ammunition. 
The South African air force shamelessly overflies the territory of its neighbor, 
while the Voice of Free Africa, the RNM radio station, apparently broadcasts 
from Transvaal. The destruction of the buoys at the port of Beira in November, 
for which the rebels claimed credit, was probably the work of a South African 
commando unit. 


The detailed documents seized by the army in December after the rebel camp 

at Garanga was taken ( LE MONDE, 13-14 December 1981) remove any remaining 
doubt about the close collaboration of the RNM with its protectors in Pretoria. 
The opportunity for Mr Botha to "destabilize" a fragile regime is too tempting. 
On the other hand, the RNM does not seem to enjoy the same sympathy as in 
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the past with its neighbor, Malawi. President Banda often closed his eyes 

in the past to the comings and goings of the rebels in the southern part of 
the country. This connivance, which irritated Maputo, has apparently ended. 
The two governments, moreover, established diplomatic relations last summer. 
It does not serve the interests of Malawi, a landlocked country, to strengthen 
the rebels who are sabotaging communications routes linking its territory 

with the ocean. 


Like any guerrilla army, the RNM derives the best advantage of terrain which 
favors ambushes and sabotage, especially in the center of the country. It 
retains the initiative in the clashes, with a ratio of 1 to 10. The few govern- 
mental successes have seemed to leave its combat capacity intact. The RNM 

has neither the means nor probably the desire to establish itself permanently 

in the towns, from which it would certainly be dislodged. But its very presence 
near the communications axes paralyzes the economic life of the central region. 
Between Beira and Maputo, over a distance of more than 300 km, no one travels 
except in military convoys. Barring an unlikely "abandonment" of the RNM 

by Pretoria, this insidious war could last a long time. Although it does 

not pose a mortal threat to the regime, it is making the financial burden 
heavier--defense accounts for 30 percent of the budget--and it is hindering 
development. The insecurity maintained all along the railroad and the Beira- 
Umtali oil pipeline poses a threat to Zimbabwe, by making the shipment of 

its oil products chancy. The oil pipeline, although buried underground, remains 
vulnerable to sabotage. As a result, the economic dependence of Salisbury 

on Pretoria is prolonged. 


The political inconsistency of the RNM is its weak point. Its anticommunisn, 
in principle, and a few vengeful slogans take the place of a program. Faced 
with such ideological poverty, Maputo has difficulty in accusing the dissidents 
of being mere "puppets of the racist regime." However, the persistence of 

the rebellion is a greater worry to the government to the extent that instances 
of desertion from the FRELIMO are multiplying. Certain officials no longer 
conceal these defections of an "economic" nature in private conversations. 


The deserters, fleeing an army in which it is less and less possible to eat 
one's fill, turn to brigandage and may become a factor which can be maneuvered 
to the benefit of the dissidents. At the end of December, the government 
indicated its desire to take matters in hand again by appointing a strongman, 
Lt Gen Armando Guebuza, as "resident minister" of the central province of 
Sofala. The political commissar of People's Forces for the Liberation of 
Mozambique and a former vice minister of defense, he serves as a military 
governor in the region most seriously affected the rebellion. 


This effort to reestablish order in the field has been accompanied by various 
corrective measures designed to raise the morale of the population again. 

The “political and organizational campaign" launched in March of 1980 was 

to give the signal for a "total war against the internal enemy." It hardly 
produced the expected effects. The opponents of the revolution had not been 
laid low. On the contrary, their stubborn ill will makes incessant campaigns 
of vigilance necessary. It is true that the portraits of the former "collabor- 
ators with the colcenials" have been taken down in the work sites where they 

had hung for 3 years, but the enemy conceals himself behind other disguises. 
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In November President Machel launched a "campaign against illegality," the 
targets of which were incompetence, corruption and abuses of power. The police 
and the intelligence services were call on the carpet. The president harshly 
reprimanded the policemen guilty of physical brutality, reminded them of the 
need to obtain a warrant before making any arrest, and ordered the release 

of 3,000 persons who had been rotting in the reeducation camps since 1976. 
Among them were a number of the initial militants in the FRELIMO. The only 
crime of some of them was to have forgotten to carry their identity cards. 


"We do not want any secret police in Mozambique,'' Mr Machel says, "because 

’ we need none." In brief, revolutionary vigilance and its corollary, the denun- 
ciation of crime, should suffice to maintain collective discipline. In the 
Portuguese era, the political police were the focus of hatred. If we should 
not take Mr Machel's profession of faith literally, it is a fact that his 
regime, in turn, cannot afford to have an unpopular police force. Security 
agents will henceforth be recruited much more selectively. 


Shortages 


This political mobilization may seem laughable to the average citizen of Mozam- 
bique, whose life is steadily deteriorating. The government recently announced 
"the war against hunger" in 7 of its 10 provinces. Mozambique is importing 
wheat from the West (United States and France), corn from South Africa (nearly 
200,000 tons in 1981), rice and even fish (300,000 tons, costing the state 

45 million franc in foreign exchange) in increasing quantities. It is true 

that the fishing fleet is in the main chartered by a mixed Soviet-Mozambican 
company which supplies the Soviet Union with fish locally. When the restaurants 
in Beira are not closed, they usually offer a single menu, "“carapau," a fish 
with mediocre flesh accompanied by rice. The "new supply system" created 

in March 1981 did nothing but place the official stamp on shortages. Each 
citizen has a ration card entitling him to a monthly quota of 10 or so basic 
products. At least this is true in theory. for the cooperatives and the author- 
ized stores cannot fully meet the demand. Fuel is also rationed. Diplomats 
assigned to Maputo pay for their gasoline in foreign currency. The battle 

to control the black market, which maintains the distribution circuits between 
the capital and the rural sector, has led to the classic process--the disappear- 
ance of the clandestine sources without any improvement in city supply. ¢ 


The lines in front of some of the shops have simply disappeared for lack of 
anything to buy. Mr Machel accuses middlemen or bureaucrats, has some trades- 
men arrested and promises progress, but the shortages continue. 


The prices of beer and cigarettes have just been increased by from 60 to 100 
percent, while wages have been "frozen" for a year and a half. The Mozambique 
unit of currency, the "metical," can be exchanged on the black market at a 
rate one-sixth of its fiduciary value. 


Mozambique has never produced so little since it won independence. [It imports 
goods worth three times its exports. The "central state plan," published 

in January to the accompaniment of a slogan calling for economy and austerity 
with a view to correcting the imbalance, resembles more than anything else 

a list of good intentions. The majority of the businesses are at a standstill.

This factory, for lack of replacement parts, is producing only one-ninth of 

the bicycles called for in the plan, while that sugar mill is producing a 

tenth of its maximum tonnage. In all of the ports, traffic is dropping off. 
The upsurge in trade with neighboring countries does not suffice to compensate 
for the decline in activity due to the gradual "disengagement" of South Africa. 
The port of Moputo is operating at 40 percent capacity. 


This underutilization of the productive mechanism does not prevent waste from 
occurring. Bulgarian experts are supervising a vast rural development project 
in Chokwe. Dozens of pieces of farm machinery are rusting there for lack 

of maintenance. 


The collectivization of agriculture is the big issue now. The goal of the 

plan is categorical: to multiply the peasant population incorporated in the 
cooperative and state farms by 70 by 1990. The task is a monumental one, 

for at present nine-tenths of the production is harvested on individual plots. 
An energetic minister of agriculture was needed to direct this difficult reform. 
During the December reorganization, the choice fell to Mr Sergio Vieira, former 
governor of the Central Bank. 


The strategy here has at least two shortcomings. On the one hand, it is being 
imposed from above against tradition and the will of the producers. On the 
other hand, Mr Vieira lacks any special competence in this field. His appoint- 
ment was a political move. Is this the best response to technical and human 
problems? In short, the leadership team, chosen to be and avowedly pragmatic, 
is overlaying the reality in Mozambique, in this connection, with dogmatic 
schemes. This is perhaps its greatest weakness. Seven years after independence 
was won, it can no longer in any case be called a youthful error.

[Excerpt] Five persaos have been selected to participate in two oourses for 
coaches in handball and athletics in the GDR next March. The courses will last 
8 months. These trips are the result of scholarships offered to the DNEFD by 
the DTSB, an organization of the GDR sports office, and which forms part of the 
provisions of cooperation between the two countries, especially in the agree- 
ments signed by the sports associations of the two countries. 


Jose Pereira said that "a management and sports planning course will also be 
suggested for 20 persons in the GDR, lasting 2 mmths to start at the beginning 
of the second quarter of this year. The participants later will be district 
officials of the EFD." 


Four Physicians in Iraq and Berlin 


To strengthen the preparation of cadres, an official of the Cffice of Inter- 
national Support and Cooperation of the DNEFD told DIARIO DF MOCAMBIQUE that 
in the program of activities for this year they are contemplating sending, 
shortly, four phySicians specializing in sports ™-Gicine to Iraq and the GDR, 
two for each country. 


For those who are going to Berlin the expenses are covered by that European 
socialist country, while those who are going to Iraq will be financed by our 
Ministry of Health. All selected physicians will participate for 5 days in 
training in medical techniques connected with sports.

[Text] The work of grafting--which this time had to be repeated because of 
infestation of "muchem," lack of rains and almost total absence of a system of 
drop irrigatim (absolutely necessary for this type of qultivatio)--should 
already be finished at the farm of the vine-growing project in Manica, as 
planned. 


Information given to DIARIO DE MOCAMBIQUE by Catarino and Francisco Ranao, 
two Portuguese experts involved in the project, says that there has been poor 
support, especially in the use of appropriate machineé:.y, in this first stage 
of vine clearing. 


The delay which up to now has been noted in setting up the system of drop by 
drop irrigation is also one of the factors that endangered the program of 
grafting fran the beginning. This is what Francisco Ramao told DIARIO DE 
MOCAMBIQUE reporters on the subject: 


"I am sure that if all the necessary material were given to us mm time, the 
work of grafting would be successful. However, difficulties heyond the control 
of all of us here in the district and the province, only delayed the program. 
As to the land, I believe that it is suitable and good for vine cultivation.” 


Francisco Romao, who has been working in vine cultivation since childhood, is 
one of the Portuguese experts of a group of 10 who have been in our country for 
2 months, within the provisions of a contract signed between Portugal and 
Mozambique. 


The team has worked in Namaacha and Massingir, where they also worked on 
grafting, and then they went to Manica Province, to the experimental projects 
covering 30 hectares in that area.

MEASURES ADOPTED TO IMPROVE BEIRA FOOD SUPPLY 
Beira DIARIO DE MOCAMBIQUE in Portuguese 20 Feb 82 ppl,7 
{[Sofala Provincial Council Canmunique from Beira, 19 February 1982] 


[Text] The following communique was received last night from the Sofala Pro 
vincial Council: 


The Provincial Council has paid close attention to the evolution of the supply 
Situation in the city of Beira and various districts of Sofala Province, and 
has established measures so that within local possibilities and with the 
support of central organizations, the most important problems can be resolved. 


There are cyclic periods of shortage of such food as rice, corn, vegetables, 
fruit, meat, fish and so on. 


The most problems occur in the period December-March, the period when rains 
make transportatiao difficult. 


Actions developed to wercame this situation will permit, within a short time, 
Significant improvement in supply to be evident, although all problems will 
not be solved. 


Therefore the Provincial Council orders: 


That all stores selling food must show in front, in a very visible manner, the 
information as to the availability or not of food products of greatest impor- 
tance, especially corn meal, rice, sugar, oil and soap. 


That all storekeepers rigorously carry out this order and proceed to sell the 
food products that they may have in their stores, preparing the needed packaging 
in advance. 


In view of lack of charcoal, the Provincial Council nas given instructions to 
study the sale of kerosene in more stores to facilitate the purchase of this 
fuel and to prevent large movements of population. Within a few days measures 
to that effect will be announced. 


The Provincial Council points out that the announced measures and others that 
will be announced later, are aimed at preventing the population from standing 
in lines unnecessarily and also to prevent actions of speculators and hoarders 
who take advantage of the shortages to satisfy their personal desires.

FRENCH TRADE UNION DELEGATION VISITS 
Maputo TEMPO in Portuguese 7 Mar 82 pp 6-7 


[Text] A delegation from the Central Confederation of 
Labor [CGT], the French union federation, visited 
Mozambique from 28 February to 3 March. The purpose of 
the visit was to strengthen relations with the Commission 
for Implementation of the Production Councils [CNICP]. 


Following the first session of discussions with the Production Councils, 
Pierre Pensaes, leader of the visiting delegation, told the press that they 
had confirmed the need to develop relations between the two organizations. 
In this context, it was expected that a document would be signed at the end 
of the visit, which would serve as a foundation for these relations in the 
future. 


The three-member CGT delegation included Pierre Pensaes, director of inter- 
national relations, Omet Marcel, director of African affairs, and Bailly 
Jacqueline, director of the Asian sector in the organization's International 
Department. 


In the discussions with the French union leaders, the Mozambican delegation 
was led by Augusto Macamo, member of the FRELIMO Party Central Committee 
and executive secretary of the CNICP. 


Pensaes also reported that during the discussions the delegations noted 
"an agreement of views on the situation in southern Africa" and in the rest 
of the world. 


The CGT and Southern Africa 


The CGT delegation leader explained to the press that his organization is 
interested in maintaining good relations with the labor organizations in 
southern Africa. In France, the CGT plays an active part in efforts to break 
that Western country's ties with the racist South African regime. 


In effect, the CGT is struggling, along with other progressive French organ- 
izations, to put a stop to nuclear cooperation between France and South 
Africa. 














Pansaes explained that the French monopolies are stubbornly cooperating with 
the apartheid system, despite public criticism. The union organizations in 
the Western countries have played an important role in mobilizing antiapart- 


heid campaigns. 


During the Year of Implementation of Sanctions Against Pretoria, it is ex- 
pected that organizations like the CGT will promote several days of boycotts 
against trade between the West and South Africa.

INCREASE IN PORT CONSTRUCTION ACTIVITY NOTED 
Quelimane, Macuse Ports 

Maputo TEMPO in Portuguese 9 Mar 82 p 3

[Text] A hydrographic study of the ports of Quelimane and 
Macuse, in Zambezia Province, has just been concluded, and 
a similar study is planned for the port of Moma, Nampula 
Province. Surveys have also been conducted in the capital 
of Zambezia, and Macuse has reached the stage of analyzing 
the data and control of variation in sea levels. 


Rehabilitation of the ports is vitally important to the distribution of 
agricultural products. In the copra sector alone, sources in the sector 
estimate that over 50 tons of the product are being held at BOROR, MADAL 
and the Companhia da Zambezia, awaiting shipment. 


The location of the centers where the copra is concentrated does not permit 
distribution by land. This is especially true of Zambezia Province, where the 
rains that have fallen in the region have made most of the roads impassable. 


According to a worker at BOROR, in Macuse, "A tractor might be able to reach 
some regions, but it would be impossible to get there by truck." 


Ministry of Ports Provides Manpower 


While the hydrography and survey team is studying port rehabilitation, two 
tugboats (the "Moma" and the "Macuse'') are new being overhauled in the Macuse 
shipyard, after a third tugboat went back into service about 2 weeks ago. 


There were emergency imports of parts to repair the tugboats, and the parts 
have already been delivered to Macuse by an employee of the National Director- 
ate of Maritime and River Transport. 


To expedite the works in progress at the Macuse shipyard, a technical team 
from the directorate should arrive there in the next few days to join the 
group of workers engaged in the overhaul. 
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Local predictions are that the two tugboats will be ready to resume operations 
in 2 months. With the arrival of the team from Maputo, it is expected that 
this period will be shortened. 


This measure was taken partly because the initial estimates of the recovery 
time did not hold up. 


An employee of the Ministry of Ports commented: ‘''When we were there last 
October, they assured us that the recovery work would be completed as soon as 
the missing parts were delivered. The fact is that, to date, nothing has 
changed." 


The recovery operation itself was the object of a study to analyze its advan- 
tages. Some people felt it would be safer to buy new tugboats, bearing in mind 
the amount of work waiting for the boats. 


Rehabilitation was chosen after an individual involved in the matter gave 
assurances that it would be feasible; however, the work was not completed as 
soon as expected. A worker at BOROR said: 


"Our generator group is out of order. This limits the capacity of BOROR's 
machine shop, making the work slower. In addition, the tugboats were already 
very run down. As soon as we repair one part, another problem shows up. 

We are not sure we can complete work on the tugboats in time to ship the 
copra that we are holding in the production units there." 


Meanwhile 


While the two tugboats are being rehabilitated, once the study of the hydro- 
graphic and survey data at the port of Macuse is concluded, the technical | 
team will go to Moma. It is expected that the ship "Ana Caria" will go along 
with them, so the copra concentrated at Moma can be loaded for shipping as | 
soon as possible. 


The port of Moma has not been in operation for over 5 years. Before 19/76 
it handled ships of medium tonnage.

[Text] Navigation at the port of the Mozambican capital, 
as well as the other piers in the area, is now more secure, 


we learned from a source linked to maintenance of water 
depths at the port of Maputo. 





According to the same source, this security in navigation is the result of 
intensive dredging operations in the major access channels at the port, 
conducted by the dredging ship ''Rovume."' 
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The dredging was initiated last year as part of a program of regular main- 
tenance of maritime access channels, specifically at the ports of Beira and 
Maputo. 


At the port of the Mozambican capital, the dredging operations take in the 
Polana channel, the primary route for ships entering and leaving the port, 
the Xefina channel, the Catembe channel and the junction at the mouth of 
the Matola River. 


The dredge "Rovuma'" conducted similar work at the Matola piers (the mineral, 
oil and coal docks) and in the entire docking area at the Port of Maputo. 


In the specific case of the ports of Maputo and Beira, Mozambican port 
authorities consider maintenance of depths in the respective access channels 
to be of vital importance, considering the role the two ports play in the 
national economy and in international traffic relations in the regime. 


In the context of regional cooperation, it is noted that the ports of Maputo 
and Nacala play an important role as access routes for imports and exports 
of neighboring countries in this zone of our continent. 


Moma, Mocimboa da Praia Ports 
Maputo TEMPO in Portuguese 12 Mar 82 p l 


[Text] The ports of Mocimboa da Praia and Moma, in Cabo 
Delgado and Nampula provinces, respectively, will be 
reopened to coastal shipping, we learned from a source 
linked to the Mozambican Merchant Marine. 


Rehabilitation of these ports will follow on the hydrographic studies now 
under way by a team from the Directorate of Hydrography. These studies may 
possibly include the port of Chinde, in Zambezia Province. 


All these ports, considered small coastal shipping ports, have been closed 
to navigation for several years because of changes in their access channels 
and inadequate use of the dredging equipment. 


In the specific case of the port of Mocimboa da Praia, the reopening is 
of primary importance for the region's economic development; at this time, 
agricultural products from the region are shipped by highway, at much 
higher costs than maritime shipping. 


The port of Moma is equally important to the distribution of the agricul- 
tural production of Upper Zambezia, specifically, copra, peanuts and woods, 
among others. The port also has refrigeration equipment to preserve fish, 
in which the zone is also quite rich. 


The hydrographic studies now in progress follow completion of similar work 
last year at the ports of Maputo, Beira amd Quelimane. 
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The brigade sent by the Directorate of Hydrography will take a survey of 
present depths from the approach areas (channels and bars) to the piers, 
including a study of tides at each of the ports. On completion of this work 
it will be possible to make an accurate determination of the sizes of ships 
that may call at any of these northern ports. 


Equipment Deteriorating in Mocimboa da Praia 


Because of the prolonged shutdown of the port of Mocimboa da Praia, various 
pieces of port and navigational equipment there have been deteriorating. 


Notable among the deteriorating equipment are the two 2-ton cranes and all 
the barges moored there. Reopening of the port presupposes the rehabilitation 
of this equipment.

CHARCOAL MORE EXPENSIVE THAN GAS--Charcoal, one of the fuels replacing cook- 

ing gas, has recently become more expensive than gas itself, in spite of the fact 
that its handling does not require the same care and expenditures connected with 
the manufacture of petroleum derivatives. Coal gets to be more expensive the 
moment its dealers fix their own prices, as each of them wants to, in the absence 
of a legal ard uniform price list for the sale of this item. A 13-kilogram can of 
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gas can supply a five-member family for 30 days; that means spending 190.00 meti- 
cals; that is not true of coal. As for the customer, he pays three or four times 
more for coal than he would pay for a can of gas, in terms of prices. "With the 
gas, you can get along with one can per month; coal will cost me about 1,000.00 
meticals or more during the same period of time; that makes it difficult to con- 
trol the family budget. There were even cases when we went to a market to buy 
coal, bringing the usual amount of money along. When we got there, we found 

that the price had been jacked up,'' Catarina Antonio told us in connection with 
the cost of that fuel. Resolving this situation necessarily calls for the estab- 
lishment of uniform sales prices for coal because it is sold on the market; a 
standard measure must also be provided.

REPAIRS IN FLOATING DRYDOCK--The floating dock which was recently acquired by the 
People's Republic of Mozambique from the Soviet Union will soon carry out its 
first major mission with the docking of the dredge "Rovuma,'' our reporter was told 
by a source at EMODRAGA [Mozambique Dredging Enterprise], the enterprise which 
owns that vessel. The repair work on the dredge "Rovuma” in the floating drydock 
will be accomplished with the support of Dutch specialists whose arrival in 
Mozambique is scheduled within the next several days. As soon as the Dutch spe- 
cialists arrive in the country, a repair time and cost study will be prepared 

and it is expected that everything will be done in the shortest possible time. 
The dredge "Rovuma" is the biggest unit of its kind in the country and it is the 
only one in operating condition. Its repair by Dutch technicians is a part of 
the technical cooperation agreements signed between the governments of the People's 
Republic of Mozambique and that European country. Since the floating dock has 
been in Mozambique (starting in October 1981), ship repair work has been done on 
it although on a somewhat smaller scale and as a part of routine maintenance. 
Built in 1964 in Holland, the dredge '"Rovuma" is a ship with a structure that 
enables it to perform various dredging operations with maximum efficiency. Its 
engine has a capacity of 960 hp and it is equipped with two 200*kw generators. 
The unit can carry 2,800 t of dredging material (mud) and it can sail at a speed 
of 12 km/hr. Empty, it weighs about 1,745 t, with a length of 77.75 m and a

UN REFUGEE ASSISTANCE--The refugees who are presently in the RPM [People's Repub- 
Lic of Mozambique] will, starting this year, be the beneficiaries of a project 
leading to their social integration so as to provide them with broad prospects, 
poth in teaching and in work, it was disclosed by Diarra Sadek Boubakar, RPM 
representative with the United Nations High Commissioner for Refugees.

PAPER SAYS SDAR ISSUE SHOULD NOT DISUNITE OAU

[Editorial: 'Lest They Bring Down the Whole House With Them"] 


[Text] Following the manner in which the OAU Council of Ministers meeting re- 
cently broke up in Addis Ababa because of the unceremonious and unprecedented 
way in which the OAU secretary general allowed the seating of the representa- 
tives of the Saharaoui Democratic Republic at that meeting, the ensuing storm 
is continuing unabated. Yet another OAU ministers conference, that of the min- 
isters of information in Dakar for the purpose of determining a take off date 
for the PAN AFRICAN NEWS AGENCY this year, ended in division. All because 
Senegal, exercising its right to decide who it should allow entry into its 
borders, refused entry to the Saharaoui Democratic delegation. As the Senega- 
lese minister of information said, for them the OAU consists of 50 sovereign 
States, not 51. Therefore the question of the Saharaoui's attendance at this 
meeting of a specialised agency of the OAU did not rise. The ensuing dis- 
agreement about this led to the walkouts and the lack of a quorum (two-thirds 
of the members) so that the meeting had to be postponed indefinitely. It has 
thus become clear that an amicable and just solution must quickly be found to 
this Saharaoui question lest it plunges the OAU and its agencies into the sort 
of stalemate and acrimony which can destroy our organisation. The following 
editorial comments on the situation. 


What started in the form of secret meetings and deliberations between Spain, 
the Kingdom of Morocco and the Islamic Republic of Mauritania, what was em- 
barked upon without involving the people of Sahara or the other people of 
Africa or even the OAU is now turning out to be the Achilles heel of the Organ- 
isation of African Unity. 


This question of the Saharaoui Democratic Republic has been spreading like an 
incurable cancer. From Morocco's spectacular green march to the coup that 
toppled Ould Daddah, from the dramatic divisions which surfaced at the OAU 
summit in Freetown to Mauritania's abandonment of its share of this land, yes 
even despite King Hassan's unexpected announcement at the Nairobi OAU summit 
to allow what he called a "controlled referendum" under UN and OAU auspices, 
the question of the Sahara remains unsolved. 


Not only that, the lack of tangible progress on the referendum question is now 
taking the initiative from the hands of Africa's heads of state. History moves 








according to its own dictates and by forces which are really mysterious. The 
cause of the Saharaoui's is seemingly and increasingly pricing itself the sort 
of unprecedented and unexpected initiatives and developments. The turn of 
events is actually endangering the continued unity of Africa itself as mani- 
fested in the OAU. 


In management, one must decide and implement otherwise cther unauthorised peo- 
ple will be tempted to do it for one. In the case of the Saharaoui Democratic 
Republic, Africa has singularly failed to act on the basis of the Nairobi de- 
cision. Granted, there had been unexpected turns of events and there had been 
complications, there had been matters of detail which have got in the way of 
the practical implementation of the decision taken in Nairobi. 


And now, it would seem the Saharaoui's for long engaged in a running verbal 
and actual battle with Morocco, are losing their cool if not their head. Their 
diplomacy is being forced and they have their supporters in some parts of 
Africa and the OAU secretariat itself. What they and the OAU secretariat 
general, whose correct nomenclature is still administrative and not executive 
secretary, should however remember, is that procedure is procedure. What has 
to be done right must be done right. Half measures, technicalities, tricks 
and back door entries will not do. 


To be a state, to be independent and sovereign, is a proud moment in a nation's 
history. It calls for front door entry, it calls for ceremony and it calls 
for mobilization. Not this action smacking of a guerrilla mentality, and way 
of doing things, not these disputes, these quarrels, these divisions which 
question the very basis of their yet to be state's right to existence, and 
their claim to be therefore qualified for OAU membership. Guinea-Bissau, 
Zimbabwe, Angola and Mozambique, all fought their liberation wars, and all had 
to satisfy Africa that as governments of their countries, they were in charge 
of them territorially, politically, administratively and by way of national 
security and representation. That is the true independence, that is the full 
credentials for unquestioned membership of the OAU. Nothing else will do. 


And the people of the Sahara should therefore go back to quiet diplomacy; they 
should heed the Nairobi decision and pay attention to the efforts of the Com- 
mittee of Wisemen; they should indeed give chance for the ceasefire to be; they 
should in fact allow a referendum as proposed. That way the facts will be 
there for all to see the Moroccans, the Saharaoui and their leadership as 
the rest of Africa. 


That should be the strategy commendable for adoption. That is the correct 
route to success and the truth. Anything else only serves to divide us more, 
to endanger any support so far gained by them throughout Africa and to affect 
in an adverse manner the very future wellbeing of the OAU. For God's sake 
therefore, people and leadership of Sahara, let this not be a case of bringing 
down the whole house with you when you fall. Africa can never forget it or 
forgive you for it. Nor will history.

MERCENARY ALLEGES S.AFRICAN THREATS--Victoria, 29 Mar (AFP)--Martin Dolinchek,

According to Mr Dolinchek 
the "WIS" would like to eliminate him to prevent him from revealing confiden- 
tial information, but he added that no one had questioned him on the structure 
of the South African Intelligence Service. The seven accused persons, who are 
currently under temporary detention, are expected to appear before the tribunal 
on 13 April.

PRESIDENT DEPARTS MOROCCO, MAKES STATEMENT

[Text] Before leaving Rabat today, the president of Sierra Leone, Siaka 
Stevens, made a statement in which he reiterated his astonishment at the uni- 
lateral decision taken by the OAU secretary general, Adem Kojo to impose the 
delegation of the so-called Saharan Republic on the meeting of the OAU Min- 
isterial Council in Addis Ababa. 


In his statement to the radio correspondent, President Stevens expressed his 
pleasure at his visit to Morocco which enabled him once more to exchange views 
with King Hassan II on what he called the serious situation which has arisen 
in the OAU. He said that the situation demands urgent action, otherwise the 
OAU will break up and will depart from the spirit of Casablanca and return to 
the same serious situation it found itself in in Monrovia, and this is some- 
thing which we do not like to see happening. 


He affirmed that as a former OAV chairman, he will do his utmost to restore 
things to their true peispective. This is because the gravity of the situa- 
tion does not affect only the countries concerned, and the African countries 
but the whole world as well. 


He expressed his belief that the OAU can once more perform its role in the 
proper manner, if it is run correctly. Otherwise, he noted, a catastrophe 
will occur. 


Replying to a question about his own views on Adem Kojo's decision, President 
Stevens pointed out that as an African committee has been set up to supervise 
the referendum in the Sahara in accordance with specific resolutions, it is 
necessary to involve the OAU in the problem. Kojo should not have taken the 
decision he has taken, he said. 


He affirmed that the participation of the POLISARIO delegation in the meetings 
of an African Ministerial Council is contrary to the holding of the referendum. 


He said that as a former OAU chairman, he has discussed the matter with Adem 
Kojo and he believes that Kojo's action was very grave. 
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As to Morocco's position, President Stevens pointed out that Morocco is a 
sovereign independent state and consequently it has the full right to take 
whatever decisions it deems fit for itself and for its interests. Irrespec- 
tive of the Moroccan stand, he said, Kojo's action is contrary to the inter- 
ests of the OAU. Finally, he again expressed his surprise at this action.

BOTHA REBUFFS CONJECTURES ABOUT AN EARLY ELECTION 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 17 Mar 82 pp 1-2 


[Text] Conjectures in the Progressive Party's press that a snap election is 
about to take place were emphatically rebuffed yesterday by Prime Minister 
P. W. Botha during an interview with DIE BURGER. 


The prime minister asked: The government has a two-thirds majority in 
parliament...so, why should it now suddenly call for an election? 


Both the RAND DAILY MAIL and the afternoon papers of the Argus group yesterday 
conjectured that there would be a snap election on 26 May or 18 August. The 
conjecture was made on the basis of statements made by far-right groups. 

They were quoting Mr Louis Stofberg, the chief secretary of the Reconstituted 
group, while opposition leader Dr Van Zyl Slabbert also made some comments. 


However, yesterday the prime minister gave DIE BURGER a positive denial that 
he wants to hold an early election. 'Such thoughts were surely being 
entertained in the flighty imagination of people who do not have anything 

to do." 


Rebels 


"The government has a lot of work to do. It has a mandate from the voters 
and it must go on with its work. The government has a two-thirds majority 
in Parliament...Why must it now all of a sudden hold an election?" 


In yesterday's Progressive Party press, Mr Stofberg stated that confirmation 
that the election would be held on 26 May came not only from one source but 
from as many as five or six, while one of the 16 rebels in parliament (whose 
name was not mentioned) believes that this will take place on 18 August. 


According to Stofberg, the prime minister is to make the announcement in 
parliament on 25 March, while the nomination date is to be 15 April. 


The Reconstituted Nationalist Party's machinery is believed to have been 
geared up last Thursday and the first candidate could be nominated by the 
party branches as early as next week. The comment made to the Argus newspapers 
by opposition leader Dr Van Zyl Slabbert was: "If the rightest parties succeed 














in consolidating and uniting themselves, an early general election is possible, 
but that is a big question." 


In political circles it is being pointed out that an early election is highly 
unlikely in light of the Presidential Council's constitutional proposals 
wnich are expected shortly. 


The expectation is that the Presidential Council will be coming up with a 
comprehensive report on local administration by the month of May, while the 
general framework for the first-level and second-level government will be 
sketched out at the same time. The prime minister has already repeatedly 
emphasized that if the proposals deviate considerably from the Nationalist 
Party's present policy, he would first present these to the four provincial 
congresses and he would then consult the voters directly through a referendum. 


The coloredsand the Indians could also be consulted in referendums or 
elections. 


The feeling is that an early general election would probably mean a delay in 
the entire process. 


It is further being pointed out that there is still a lot of confusion among 
the voters, especially in Transvaal, as a result of the break caused by the 
Treurnicht action. The Nationalist Party must first get a chance to properly 
consolidate its position through a process of information.

KRYGKOR GIVEN WIDE POWERS IN ARMS IMPORT, MANUFACTURE 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 17 Mar 82 p 9 


[Text] From now on KRYGKOR (Armaments Corporation) alone will exercise control 
over arms imports to South Africa, because this organization is abreast of the 
armed forces arms requirements. This is what minister of defense, Gen Magnus 
Malan, said yesterday in Parliament. 


General Malan introduced the debate on the second reading of the draft 
amendment on the Act on Military Wecpons Development and Manufacturing and 
said that these powers are being given to KRYGKOR also for the purpose of 
preventing diplomatic embarrassment to South Africa. 


General Malan said that it is obvious that uncoordinated importation and 
transit of armaments is creating a security risk for South Africa and 
moreover this could damage the country's political ties. KRYGKOR knows the 
armed forces’ existing and expected requirements in military equipment and is 
therefore equipped for exercising control over the importation and transit 

of armaments. 


An agreement has been reached with the South African Police to the effect 
that it will continue to exercise control over imports and transit of arms 
and ammunition for commercial purposes. 


These provisions will mean in practice that military armaments may not be 
transported or imported without a permit issued by KRYGKOR. Issuance of the 
permit will be announced in the government gazette. 


General Malan said that these stipulations also would apply with respect to 
armaments on board an aircraft landing in South Africa or on board a ship 
entering a South African harbor, even though the armaments would not be 
destined for South Africa. 


In light of the arms embargo against South Africa, the local armaments industry 
must be stimulated as much as possible. The draft law is making provisions 
for this. 


The uncontrolled manufacturing of armaments can lead to the danger that arms 
of strategic interest could fall into the wrong hands or that manufacturers 

















will incur great expenses only to later discover that there is no market for 
their products. 


Mr Harry Schwarz (Progressive Federal Party, Yeoville) said that the official 
opposition will support the draft law. South Africa has responded 
exceptionally well to the weapons boycott. A lot of money must be being 
allotted for this purpose, money which could rather be used for social 
purposes. 


It is ironical that the people who forced the boycott do not realize that had 
it not been for the boycott more money could be dedicated for those people 
whose interests the advocators of the boycott pretend to be serving. 


Mr Schwarz said that he doubted the desirability of having the permits issued 
in accoidance with the draft legislation announced in the government gazette. 
South Africa's enemies cannot be allowed to have an idea of what is going on 
in the local armaments industry. 


Mr Koos Lloyd (Nationalist Party, Roodeplaat) said that there exists an 
oversupply of certain armaments all over the world and that South Africa has 
become an important target area for dumping these weapons. Therefore it is 
important that better controls be exercised. 


With the support of the opposition party the legislation was read a second 
time.

"OPERATION SUPER' DESTROYS SWAPO BASE IN SOUTHWEST ANGOLA 
KRYGKOR Weapons Used 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 17 Mar 82 pp 1-2 


[Text] Cambeno (Southern Angola) -- This weekend the security forces of South 
Africa and of the South-West dealt a hard blow to SWAPO by killing 201 
terrorists in the course of a day-long battle. Three South Africans were 
killed in combat. 


The security forces captured a large quantity of AK-47 rifles, SAM-/7 rockets 
and rocket launchers and it is expected that more weapons and ammunition will 
be found in that vicinity. 


The existence of the SWAPO base inthe southwest corner of Angola, 22 kilometers 
north of the South-West border and 75 kilometers from the Atlantic Ocean is 

an indication that SWAPO plans to infiltrate Kaokoland and Damaraland, in the 
northwest section of the South-West, from that region. 


Capt Jan Hougaard, commander of Operation Super, the code name for the attack, 
said here yesterday that the attacking force consisted of 45 men from the 
32nd Battallion in the northern sector of the South-West. 


The soldiers, who operated in two patrols, were unloaded from a helicopter 

on Saturday morning at about 8 o'clock at a location about 2 kilometers from 
the base. When they were about 1 kilometer from the SWAPO base the terrorists 
began tiring upon them. However, it was clear that the terrorists were 
trapped unexpectedly. 


Later the terrorists fought back tenaciously and it took 8 hours for the 
security forces to take over the base. The terrorists also opened fire on 
the South Africans with mortars and according to Captain Hougaard it was 
necessary to fall back a little for a while. 


Many terrorists who fled were mowed down by South African "stopper groups." 
About 40 terrorists fled. 


Later it became apparent that the terrorists were completely surprised by the 
security forces. Many bodies were found lying near homemade shelters and the 
laundry was still hanging on mopani trees. 











Within the base the security forces also found food supplies from Zimbabwe. 
This is the first time in the war in this region that food from Zimbabwe 
has been found in a SWAPO base and this is an indication that that country 
is now directly involved in the war, according to a senior officer of the 
armed forces. 


Yesterday Gen Magnus Malan, minister of defense, expressed his satisfaction 
with the successful operation in Angola. "I am especially proud of the 
soldiers who took part in the operation. The fact that 201 terrorists were 
killed is yet another proof of how effective the armed forces can be. 


"T want to say good luck to all of them, they have carried out their task 
very well. To KRYGKOR (Armaments Corporation) I want to say: Keep on making 
those good weapons with which such good victories can be attained." 


Brig Rudolph Badenhorst, commander of Sector 10 in the operational region, 
said that 10 hideouts with weapons, ammunition and food have thus far been 
found in followup operations in the region. In one of the hideouts, 500 RPG, 
7 rocket launchers, thousands of rifle grenades, 150 land mines, 10 used 
SAM-7 rocket launchers and 50 AK-47 rifles were discovered. 


The security forces destroyed some of these arms on the spot because it would 
have been difficult to transport them to the South-West over rough terrain. 
Among these arms there were 306 mortar bombs, 610 M-60 rifle grenades, and 
310 projectiles. 


Brigadier Badenhorst said: ''The destruction of the base must have been a 
demoralizing blow for SWAPO." 


The South Africans who were killed in the attack were: T Lt Petrus Johannes 

Stefanus Nel (19) of Pomfred, Northern Cape, Cpl Philip Thomas Steward (23) 

of Durban and Rifleman Eduardo Dumba of the Buffalo Military Base. 
Description of the SWAPO Base 


Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 17 Mar 82 pp 1-2 


[Text] Cambeno -- The futility and abomination of war was clear yesterday in 
one of the most remote parts of southern Africa. 


The swollen and dismembered bodies of SWAPO terrorists killed in Operation 
Super turned the usually peaceful and remote area into a valley of death. 


After the attack the laundry of the terror’sts still hung on the mopani trees 
near their hiding places of tarpaulin and dry branches. 


[It was clear that many of 240 or so terrorists in the camp tried to get away 
and that they were kill.d as they ran up the steep gorges. 


Many other terrorists were killed at their post where they made a last effort 
to turn back the attack. But is was clear that they could not stand up to the 
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refined and smooth operation of one of the security forces’ superior counter- 
insurgency units, the 32nd Battallion. 


It was ali over after an 8-hour combat. 


Judging by the bodies of the terrorists scattered over a wide area it appeared 
that they were all grown ups. Fifteen-year-old terrorists have in the past 
often been shot and killed in the operational area; most of them being school 
children and students who believed that they would have found a better life 
and education in Angola. 


According to military experts, SWAPO is now letting young infiltrators fight 
alongside experienced men. 


The location of the new camp which was destroyed in the operation was poorly 
chosen, according to them. The camp was situated in a valley surrounded by 
high mountain tops and could have easily been attacked. 


Corn Meal 


Most of the arms and ammunition in the base were imported in December of last 
year through the south Angolan port of Mocamedes and transported by freight 
truck to a place about 5 kilometers from the base. From there SWAPO members 
carried them to the base. 


Canned foods, corn meal and bags of rice were stored in gullies. In one 

concealed location there was enough rice stored to keep 300 men alive for 
48 days. According to the labels on the bags, the rice was shipped from 

Moscow to Mocamedes by the Russian Afro-Asian Solidarity Committee. 


Soup packages dated 12 December 1981 were also found. Among the supplies, 
there was also Danish food from the UN's Food Commission for Refugees. 


Zimbabwe Involved 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 17 Mar 82 pp 1-2 


[Text] Cambeno (Angola) -- Yesterday Maj Gen Charles Lloyd, commander of the 
South-West's regional force said that indications of direct Zimbabwean 
involvement in the terrorist war in the South-West were found for the first 
time in the course of Operation Super conducted this weekend in southern 
Angola. 


Following the operation in which 201 members of SWAPO were killed and three 
South Africans died, General Lloyd said that he expects Zimbabwean involvement 
to increase in the future. 


This was the first time that Zimbabwean supplies were found in storage 
facilities taken over by the South-West and South Africa's security forces. 
Cans of preserved meat, shown to newspapermen bore a well-known trademark 
on which the Zimbabwean place of origin was shown in print. 











This is being regarded as the beginning of Robert Mugabe's promised support 
to SWAPO. 


"T think that it can be assumed that Zimbabwe's support will be in the form 
of weapons and food," General Lloyd noted. 


He added: "It must be assumed that the new contacts between SWAPO's leaders 
(its main directorate) and Mugabe will be taking place and I think we can 
expect that the supplies for SWAPO will be sent to Angola." 


In answer to a question, General Lloyd said that the location of the new 
supplies is indicative of SWAPO's intention of reactivating the bush warfare 
in the dry and sparsely populated Kaokoland in the northwest section of the 
South-West where only about 20,000 people live. 


Thus far SWAPO has not succeeded in making its presence felt in Kaokoland. 


General Lloyd said that this might mean that SWAPO wants to work its way to 
Kaokoland in order to reactivate Damaraland further south. 


in any case SWAPO's most recent actions must be regarded as an effort to 
regain the prestige which they have lost "in the eyes of their tutors." 


Operation Super was a "show piece" - a pursuit operation on a small scale. 
Through good intelligence and able management it was a successful and "cost 
effective" operation. 


This was still another operation in pursuance of the policy of discovering 
and destroying SWAPO bases no matter where these are located. 


The events which gave rise to this operation can be seen as still another 
effort by Russia and SWAPO to "hoist the Russian flag over Windhoek," General 
Lloyd said. 


At the same time SWAPO and certain African countries are pretending to be 
trying to find a peaceful solution for the South-West Africa question. 


General Lloyd said that Russia is pouring arms into Angola. 
The area where Operation Super took place has once again made it clearly 
apparent that the Angolan Government has allowed its territory to be used 


for the purpose of destabilizing the South-West. 


General Lloyd said: "Operation Super will show once more that SWAPO is 
involved in a futile struggle." 


Vietnam 
"We know that SWAPO will be trying again and will be getting fresh supplies. 


We also know that SWAPO will be needing bases and that we will discover and 
destroy them." 
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General Lloyd said that actions such as Operation Super can turn Angola into 
the Soviet Union's "Vietnam in Africa." 


When he was asked whether the discovery and the obliteration of 201 SWAPOs, 
in a base which was recently established, represents an intensification of 
bush warfare, General Lloyd answered in the negative. 


Operation Super was simply a short, but successful operation in which SWAPO 
suffered great losses.

CRITIQUE OF DRAFT AMENDMENTS TO LAW ON TERRORISM

[Text] The Rabie Report on the legislation affecting 
internal security has generally evoked favorable 
reaction among jurists. In this article by Pro? 
Francois Venter, professor in public jurisprudence 

at the Potchefstroom University, the report is actually 
appraised as an "eminent work of research," At the 

same time it contains a discussion of several ways 

of possibly pulling the barbs from the criticism against 
the state's security legislation without constraining 
the maintenance of security by the state. As a whole, 
the discussion revolves around the difference encountered 
in the report between prevention measures against people 
who appear to be actively subverting the security of the 
State and the treatment of those who are being held just 
for questioning. 


The report of the Rabie Commission treats South Africa's "legislation 
regarding internal security."" As for the exact definition of “internal 
security" the commission, like Parliament and the courts, has thus far also 
abstained from presenting its views on that. 


However, determining what “internal security" entaiis is of basic 
importance before judgment can be passed on the necessity, adequacy, 
reasonableness and effectiveness of security legislation. 


That is not to say that the commission's report really lacks something. To 
the contrary it evidences an eminent work of research. However, a greater 
service Would te rendered if, in any future legislation, the legislator 
could indicate more exactly what he wants to protect with his security 
legislation. 


Logically it could be said that state security is an ideal condition 
prevailing when there are no threats present for the survival of the state, 
The state's orderly existence and organization are based on certain rules of 
law the most important of which forms a part of the constitutional 
regulations.

Thus it may be positively stated that state security entails the existence 
of the state as legally constituted (not a specific government). The draft 
legislation on internal security, which the commission drafted, properly 
and expressly states such a concept of "State security." This is also done 
in Article 54 which treats terrorism and related wrongdoings. 


In this article, the emphasis falls mainly on violent actions having as their 
objectives such things as overthrowing government authority, achieving 
political, industrial and economic changes, forcing the government to do 
things and instilling fear among the inhabitants. Therefore, this has to 

do with actions which threaten the orderly existence of the republic as 
legally constituted. 


Article 29 of the proposed draft bill would allow a police officer, having 

a least the rank of lieutenant colonel, to arrest and detain certain persons 
without a warrant in a manner similar to the notorious Section 6 of the 

Act on Terrorism of 1967. That also includes someone who, according to 

his suspicions, could provide information about a crime committed or planned 
such as mentioned in the above Article 54. As a variation in the existing 
Section 6 of the Act on Terrorism it is being proposed that certain 
mechanisms be incorporated in the legislation to provide better protection 
for the person being detained against maltreatment and misues of 
discretionary authority given to police, 


What follows here is a critique of the question whether on the one hand, some 
of the proposed methods of protection are sufficient, while, on the other, 
the required maintenance of state security can still be met to its fullest. 


Review Board 


The commission's proposed draft bill provides for the establishment of a 
review board of three members appointed by the state president on 
recommendation from the minister of justice. This does not apply for an 
arrest made in accordance with the new Article 29, The qualifications 

of the chairman of such a review board are that he must be a judge or a 
former judge, or a retired chief or district agistrate, or a person who 
qualifies to practice as an attorney and has 10 years of experience in 
jidicature. The second member must have an academic qualification in law 
and the third member can be any other person. 


The review board must receive in writing from the minister the pertinent 
information regarding the case within 14 days after the minister has taken 
certain measures in accordance with the proposed legislation so that it can 
review these measures. This applies to cases where a person's membership in 
an organization or public body will be limited or terminated, or a person 

is confined, forbidden to attend meetings, or placed in prevention custody 
for the purpose of preventing subversion against the state. 
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This review within 14 days does not, however, apply in those cases of 
detention for questioning under the proposed Article 29, The commission's 
review proposals for these cases will be discussed hereafter. 


The work which the review board must do is not intended as a legalistic 
review, but as an "administrative" review. The board's task is not to 
determine whether the minister has acted in accordance with the law, 

but whether he has exercised his discretion in a reasonable manner consonant 
with the merits and the facts of the case, 


However, the draft bill also provides for an adapted sort of "legal" review. 
The minister is not obliged to abide by the recommendations which the review 
board may make; however, if he wants to administer stronger measures than 
those recommended by the board he must refer the entire question to the 
chief justice. The chief justice, or a judge of the appeal court appointed 
by him, must subsequently consider all the documents on legal grounds and 
then decide whether the minister's measures must be put aside or be 
administered. The legal ground which the chief justice, or judge of the 
appellate court, must consider is whether the minister has exceeded his 
authority, has acted in bad faith or based his actions on unlawful 
considerations. 


This proposed procedure of review is a definite improvement on the present 
system since this provides the satisfaction that the minister will not be 
acting haphazardly in the cases in question and "be able" to act only in 
accordance with his own opinion. 


The fact that the traditional liberal argument of "indict or set free" is not 
satisfied is to be ascribed to the commission's realistic view that the 
measures for the protection of state security, in the sort of political 
system in effect in our country, are primarily the task of the "executive" 
and not of the administrative authority. To begin, the review does take 
place administratively, even though this is done by legal experts and the 
chief justice (or judge of the appellate court) reviews things on legal 
ground, but not as a court of justice. 


Persons who are a-vrested, forbidden membership in an organization, forbidden 
from attending a meeting, or undergoing preventive detention, are not after 
all charged with offenses and sentenced for that; but their action, or 
planned actions, which in the judgment of the executive authority threatens 
the orderly existence of the state, are to be neutralized. If the courts 

as such must play a more important role than they do now for the purpose of 
tempering the extent of the executive authority in this respect, then this 
will necessitate a fundamental adjustment in the constitutional order of 

the republic, 


The context of the system of detention for questioning, in pursuance of the 
already mentioned Article 29, certainly presents the most far-reaching 
measure contemplated in the proposed draft bill, because: 


It leaves the decision for arrest to one of themany officials (police 
officers) and not to the minister himself; 








It is not necessarily the person who commits or plans a crime dangerous to 
the state who can be arrested, but also somebody who simply knows something 
about it and thus presumably does not wish to readily provide his information 
to the police; 


The new procedure of review discussed above will not become effective until 
a later stage of such a case... and 


The courts common law jurisdiction for reviewing the actions of the police 
is excluded completely. 


A review of the officer's decision originally takes place at a departmental 
level exclusively. The police commissioner must be informed about the 
arrest as soon as possible and then in turn he must inform the minister. 
Within 30 days following the arrest, the minister must authorize a further 
detention in writing and then on¢e-every month the commissioner must 

provide reasons to the minister as to why the detainees must not be set free, 
This is all that is prescribed, by way of review, for the first 6 months 

of the detention. Only then can there be a review by the proposed review 
board and ultimately by the chief justice, 


The question is whether it is necessary for the maintenance of the orderly 
existence of the state to treat someone in this class so harshly. This 
question applies most of all to detainees who can serve as witnesses, some 
of whom are not suspected of even having committed or planned an act of 
terrorism. Must such a person be no more entitled to a review than other 
persons against whom actions are being taken because they have already 
done things that endanger state security? 


It is being suggested that the barb in the criticism against our state 
security law would be pulled out even further if the same procedure of 
review discussed above is made to apply also to those persons being held 
for questioning, because the security of the state could be maintained 
just as effectively. 


As far as can be determined from the report, the commission's most important 
motivation for keeping the existing Section 6 procedures is the finding that 
information from persons under detention is most important for the police 
and to a great extent is the only weapon for anticipating and thus 
preventing acts of terrorism and other subversive activities; also the 
information thus obtained can, in appropriate instances, be used as 
testimony in trials of persons accused of crimes of this nature." 


The fact that the effectiveness of the nolice's interrogation will be 
limited if the situation of those held for questioning is also reviewed 

in 14 days by the review board and possibly also by the chief justice in 
the end cannot be perceived... unless the reason for the continuation of 

an indefensible arrangement of interrogation methods stems from the police, 











While no responsible South Afrikaner wants to hinder the police's job of 
protecting the state, the same responsible South Afrikaners must be able 
to feel satisfied that justice continues to form the foundation of all 
branches of our law and administration, 


Visitors 


In accordance with Article 29, access to persons being held for questioning 
is still largely limited to officials, to wit, at least every 14 days to 

a magistrate and a district doctor; then also to a newly introduced official 
called "an inspector of persons in custody" who must visit the detainees 

"as often as possible for the purpose of ascertaining the well-being of 

those persons."’ However, according to the draft legislation the commissioner 
of police will be able to grant permission to visit the detainees to other 
persons, 


Despite the proposed expansion of the list of visistors who may visit the 
detainees, solitary confinement remains a tremendously far-reaching 

matter, especially if it can go on for an indeterminate period of time. 

Along with the same questionability of the possible interrogation methods 
already mentioned, and still with the thought of the necessity of maintaining 
state security on the one hand, and justice on the other, there is also the 
question of whether even the slightly less solitary confinement of potential 
witnesses is necessary for the effective protection of the state against 
attacks on its orderly existence, 


Former Judges 


In conclusion, a word about the composition of the proposed review boards. 
As already stated, these boards are actually administrative tribunals having 
to do with questions of reasonableness, administrative correctness and 
necessity. Although the chairman of such a board can be an active judge, 
according to the draft legislation, this can also be someone such as a 

State persecutor having the degree of Bachelor of Laws and 10 years of 
experience. 


The intention may be good, but the recommendations create the possibility 

of a review board composed in such a manner that all of its members have 

as their background professional lives of service to the state as officials. 
To the outside world, this would naturally create the impression of servitude 
to the administration, It would be much more preferable to lay out the 
composition of the review board in such a manner that the average citizen 
could be left only without the impression of preference for the official view. 
Such a composition could, for example, consist of an active judge as the 
chairman and two members who have no government service background, but are 
recognized experts of one or another applicable professional area, such as 
psychology, public administration, social work, politics, jurisprudence 

or criminology. 


Whatever the composition of such a board may be, it is of decisive importance 
that ther be no grounds for an argument regarding the objectivity of its 
members,

CORPORATION REVEALS NEW WEAPON--Johannesburg, 27 Mar (AFP)--The Armament 
Corporation of South Africa (ARMSCOR) today lifted a veil of secrecy around 

the development of a new South African 155-mm artillery system [word indistinct ] 
the G5. In an interview with the Johannesburg SUNDAY TIMES, ARMSCOR Chairman 
Major P. G. Marais said that the G5 had a range 40 per cent beyond any similar 
weapon in existence, was more accurate and could carry nuclear warheads. South 
Africa, Mr Marais declared, had managed to circumvent the intermational arms 
embargo and to conduct simulated arms tests through a Canadian affiliate. In 
the course of [word indistinct] he added, sets of South African weapons were 
tested in earnest on the Caribbean island on Antigua when it was still a 
British colony. Mr Marais denied that ARMSCOR had ever been involved with the 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) or with any other foreign secret ser- 
vice. He was reacting to a report in Washington this week saying the CIA, 

the U.S. Army and the State Department must have bent rules to let South Africa 
beat the United Nations arms embargo. The report also alleged that a CIA agent 
had dealt directly with South African armaments officials and helped plan 
illicit arms and ammunition shipments between 1976 and 1978. [Text] [PA280429

MERCENARIES ‘WELFARE ORGANIZATION' REGISTRATION--Johannesburg, 28 Mar (AFP)-- 
Colonel "Mad Mike'' Hoare and his 42 fellow mercenaries on trial over the at- 
tempted coup in the Seychelles last November have applied for registration as 
a "welfare organization", according to press reports here today. This would 
allow the 43 accused to collect funds in South Africa and abroad for their 
defence against charges in connection with the hijacking of an Air India Boeing 
707 to South Africa after the failure of the attempted coup. Col Hoare is 
quoted as saying cost of the defence could exceed 150,000 rands (about the 
same in U.S. dollars). Under the South African Welfare Act, no one may col- 
lect funds from the public without first being registered as a welfare organi- 
zation. According to a report in the SUNDAY EXPRESS, this act was in fact. 


amended to provide stricter control of funds supplied from overseas for the 
defence of people charged under the terrorism and suppression of communist 
act.

NATIONALIST FEDERAL CONGRESS -- There exists a strong possibility that a 
federal congress of the Nationalist Party will be held later this year. 
Speculations about a federal congress increased yesterday after it became 
known that the Federal Council of the Nationalist Party (the highest body 

of the party) is going to meet in Capetown on 29 March. The possibility is 
accepted that the recent upheaval in the Nationalist Party which led to the 
splintering of the Treurnicht group will be discussed at this meeting. In 
political circles, the possibility of a decision to hold a federal congress, 
following a meeting of the Federal Council, is not excluded. At this stage 
there is no definite indication about a date or place for the possible 
federal congress. However, is is unlikely that a federal congress will be 
held afcer the usual provincial congresses.

The previous federal congress was held in 
Parow in 1968 in celebration of the Nationalist Party's acceptance of its 
20th government leadership.

SOUTH AFRICAN SPY RING UNCOVERED, THREE ARRESTED

[Text] Salisbury, 29 Mar (AFP)--A South African spy ring operating in Zim- 
babwe has been discovered and three men, all former white members of the 
government's central intelligence organization, have been arrested, according 
to Minister of State Emmerson Munangagwe. 


Mr Munangagwa did not reveal the identities of the arrested men but said in 
an interview published today in the semi-government daily newspaper, THE HERALD, 
that two of the men would appear in court soon. 


The minister named the boss of the spy network as Geoffrey Burton Price, who 
had been director of close security in the office of the prime minister. 

Mr Price was previously chief superintendent of Zimbabwe's police. 

"When he (Price) discovered that we knew he was head of one of South Africa's 
spy rings in the country and that we were on the right trail, he fled," 

Mr Munangagwa was quoted as saying, "he first went to Britain but is now in 
South Africa. 


Mr Price has been declared an enemy of the state and all his property has been 
seized by the government. It is the third case in which an alleged spy's 
property has been confiscated since formation of a black majority government 
nearly two years ago. 


The government seized property owned by Captain Frank Gericke, a member of 
the Zimbabwe National Army who had been arrested for spying for South Africa, 
ind that of police detective Inspector Fred Varkevisser, who is believed to 
have helped Captain Gericke to escape from prison in November before dis- 
appearing. 


Those two men are also believed to be in South Africa, according to the govern- 
ment. 
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
